Madison, Wis., Oct. 10.—Senator 
La Follette, 
editorially today, 
begs 
the public not to consider the tariff 
act "half of the Journey" in the strug- 
"le for industrial and -commercial in- 
ependence. Referring to President 
Wilson's definition,,of the victory as 
the half way mark, with the currency 
bill as the final step, the Wisconsin 
senator advises not to take the pres- 
ident's remarks too literally. 


"He was the 
commander-in-chief 
praising his generals .for the results 
already achieved in the field, over- 
stating the progress made, focusing 
attention upon the; next advance and 
encouraging them 
to 
believe that 


final victory was right 
at 
hand," 
writes the senator. 


"I am bound to believe that Presi- 
dent, Wilson knows that the enact- 
ment oil the house currency bill would 
not 'be the final step in setting the 
business of the country free'; that, 
indeed, if it were a perfectly drawn 
measure for the limited purpose for 
which it aims, it would be at best but 
a port of refuge in a storm. It does 
not deal with the despotic, central- 
ized power which controls the reser- 
voirs created through a combination 
of the larger banks, and the great life 
insurance and trust companies, into 
which the savings of ninety million 
people drain. No, let us not deceive 
ourselves. 
With the new tariff law 
in force, with even 
better emer- 
jeroy currency bill enacted than that 
which passed 
I lie house, this admin- 


istration will have barely scratched 
the surface of the great problem, the 
solution of which will 'be the final 
step in. setting the business ot the 
country free'."

Defendant Stands Condemned Before 


Bar of Public Opinion as Violator 


Of Public Trust, He 


Says.

Albany, Oct. 10. — Never since 
the 
impeachment trial of Governor Sul- 
zer opened has he been subjected to 
such a severe verbal flaying as Judge 
Alton B. Parker delivered in his re- 
marks for the board of managers to- 
day. The castigation 
came 
before 
the court had scarcely settled down 
to work, the judge merely taking 
a 
few minutes of the morning session 
before giving way to Judge D. Cady 
for the defense. 


"Defendant Stands Guilty." 
"Before this 
bar 
the 
defendant 
stands 
guilty 
of 
these 
offenses 
charged 
by the 
impeachment and 
proved by uncontroverted 
evidence," 
said Judge Parker. "Before the bar 
of the court of public opinion this de- 
fendant stands condemned on the fur- 
ther damning testimony of his shifty 
defenses and 
his futile 
efforts 
to 
dodge by technicalities the 
trial of 
the issues Before this high court. In 
these actions public opinion 
with a 


freedom 
not committed 
to judicial 
opinion finds direct evidence of guilt. 
That same public opinion takes cog- 
nizance of the fact that defendant is 
suffering from such a severe attack 
of moral nearsightednesS that 
even 
when directed by a, myriad of scorn- 
ful fingers, he cannot 
discern 
the 
criminal and dishonorable nature of 
the acts proved. 


Calls Defense Pathetic. 
"Even justice must see through its 
severe eye something of the pathetic 
in this defendant's frantic effort 
to 
cover the nakedness of his. wrongdo- 
ings. Defiant, defense, 
justification, 
prevarication, denunciation of his ac- 
cusers; attempts to suppress and tor- 
city testimony and efforts to cast the 
blame elsewhere — each in turn 
has 
been stripped from his nnov-"- flesh 
until he stands now naked before this 
court without a rag of his attempted

vindication clinging to his deformed 
and mutilated manhood. 
"Every disguise has been torn from 
his back, from the petticoat in which 
he trusted for safety to the honor of 
defiance in Which'. he threatened to 
attack and expose ,a political leader- 
ship to which we have 
found 
him 
suing for a merciful 
obliteration 
of 
his misdeeds and offering the bribe 
of submission. 


More Verbal Flaying. 
"No act of liis show's more perfect- 
ly the complete baseness of his char- 
acter, unfitting him utterly for any 
public or private trust than does his 
efforts to coerce the members of this 
court .through 
channels 
which 
his 
warped 
intellect mistakingly 
in- 


structed him held the power of coer- 
cion. 


"Regardless of the origin of these 
charges, regardless of any 
personal 
infliction of 
discomfort this 
court 
must, we feel certain, find on all the 
evidence that 
this defendant 
lias 
been guilty of misconduct so gross as 
to necessitate his removal 
for 
the 
honor, peace, prosperity 
and 
good 
government of this community. 


Two Thousand Troops Under Aubert 


Desert at News of Evacuation— 


More Rebel Successes. 


[BY ASSOCIATED rilESS.] 


Mexico City, Oct. 10.—The failure 


of General Trucy Aubert to get to the 
city of Torreon in time to relieve it— 
a mission upon which he set out from 
Saltillo. nearly a month ago with a 
large force of federal troops—is. ex- 
plained by the fact that the greater 
part of .his 2,000 men deserted him 
before he had completed half of his 
journey. 
He had reached Madera, 


twenty-five miles east 
of 
Torreon, 
when news of the evacuation of the 
city reached him. 


Aubert's Men Retreat. 
As soon as the vanguard of the re- 
treating federal troops came 
into 


view General Aubert's men fled with 
all their arms and ammunition. 
The report that General Aubert had 
gone over to the rebels was not sub- 
stantiated. He is said today to be at 
Hi'polito, fifty miles west of Saltillo, 
to which point he retreated with the 
men. who had evacuated Torreon un- 
der Generals Ignatio, Bravo, 
Mun- 


guia and .Esccudero. 


Rebels Attack Alvirez. 
General Alvirez, who started with 
1,000-men, two siege guns and a num- 
ber of pieces of light artillery to re- 
take the city of Durango from the 
rebels, and whose defeat caused the 
evacuation of Torreon, fell into an 
ambuscade at LaLoma, thirty miles 
to the southwest oJT Torreon. 
Rely- 
ing upon information that the rebels 
had left the vicinity he moved for- 
ward. 


'Suddenly he found 
both 
advance 
and his retreat cut off in a canyon by 
heavy forces of rebels who poured in 
a sharp fire from both sides of the 
pass. 
General Alvirez made a stout 
lesistance and managed to g'et word 
back to Torreon asking for reinforce- 
ments. 


Picks Up Refugees. 
Washington, Oct. 10.—The trans- 
port Buford, which has 'just sailed 
from 
Popolobampo, 
Mexico, 
took 


twenty-seven refugees aboard. Among 
them was Mrs. Theodore C. Hamm. 
wife of the American consul at Dur- 
ango, who was exhausted by over- 
work caring for refugees. 
The Bu- 


ford will call at several more Pacific 
coast ports before returning to the 
United States.

The trial of William Suiter the im-

In the course of it he as- 
serted that former state Senator Ste- 
phen J. Stillwell, who is now serving 
a term in Sing Sing prison, as a bar- 
terer of his legislative vote and in- 
fluence, "might have sat at the feet ol 
Governor Sulzer and learned crime." 


Brands Him as Pharisee.

The Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans 
were not actually united today when 
the Gamboa dike was destroyed and 
the waters of Gatun 
Lake were al- 
lowed to flow into Culebra Cut, as 
Lake and Cut are at the normal sur- 
face of the water So feet above the 
level of the sea. 
The destruction 
of the 
Gamboa 
Dike, however, removes the last ob- 
struction to the navigation 
of 
the 
grater part of the canal by light draft 
vessels, and opens up direct connec- 
tions betwen the great Gatun Lake 
'which already is practically ready ,to 
discharge vessels iotn the 
Atlantic 
through Gatun Locks and the Pacific 
division. 
The waters 
of the

rushing through the broken dike at 
Gamboa sweep through Culebra cut 


until they reach 
the great locks at 
Pedro Miguel, which marks the

ginning of the decent from the top 
level of the canal to the Pacific.

The Bible gives us 
its people exactly as they are, without 
effort 
to gloss or extenuate—Noah 
drunk—Abraham lying—Jacob deceiv- 
ing—David an adulterer—Peter deny- 
ing—Thomas doubting. So in this in- 
stance, Aaron has been his brother's 
mate from the very inception of the 
Exodus—has shared his honors and 
responsibilities. 
He is the very in- 
carnation of ecclesiasticism—the em- 
bodiment of objective religion as it 
expresses 
itself in ritual. On 
the 
other hand, Miriam. Moses' sister, is 
the Virgin Mary 
of the Old 
Testa- 
ment—the foremost woman—organiz- 
ing and voicing the praise of the pec- 
pie on tlie deliverance from Pharaoh 
and the Red Sea. 
But, with terrible 


fidelity, the Bible pictures the fall of 
brother and sister 
from their 
-high 
estate. And the cause of it is so very 
human. 
They are envious anti jeal- 
ous. 
Miriam has been 
the '"First 
lady of the land," and has liked being 
it! 
But Moses' wife lias arrived in 
camp, and Miriam with a woman's 
quick intuition sees herself about to 
be displaced. The only way'in which 
she can retain her laurels is to make 
•bprself equal to her brother Moses. 
This, she proceeds to do by disparag- 
ing -him and 
exalting herself. 
Her 
claim is that God has spoken by her 
as -well as by Moses. Aaron follows 
Miriam in her folly. That the younger 
brother should.be primate seems al- 
ways-to-have stuck in his craw. 
It 
has led him into trouble before. It :s 
another instance where 
"base envy 
withers another's 
joy and hates the 
excellence 
it can not reach." 
God 
nipped the insurrection in the bud. 
He dealt with it swiftly and directly. 
In unmistakable terms he established 
and--confirmed 
Moses' primacy. 
He 
punished Miria;Ti .with the tell-tale dis 
case of the Orient. 
Aaron goes far 
toward 
restoring 
himself 
in good 
graces of the reader by the prompt-' 
i ess with which he shares his sister's 
guilt and cries to ,the very brother of 
whom he had beeii' so jealous, "Lay 
rot the sin upon iis wherein we have 
done foolishly!" Like a mediator he 
pleads for his sister. Tlie Bible docs 
not afford 
finer illustration of con- 


trition, confession, and 
supplication, 
than that of Aaron and Miriam. Their 
hearts wp.re broken for nnd from their 
sin. They did not hesitate to offer 
the honorable amend to Moses and 
thus, as far as possible, make restitu 
tion.

those whose sins are forgiven lias 


bright example in this instance.

learning from 
their 
butcher just where these 
cuts are 
and how best to cook them to get not 
only the extreme Hue flavor but the 
nutritive elements in those cuts o( 
meats. It may be from the shoulder, 
or the neck, the rump or the shin. 
Kvery housekeeper, whether she has 
to cook it or not should know the 
food 
elements 
contained 
in such 
meats 
so her 
family 
is properly 
nourished. 


For instance, many wealthy peo- 
ple who 
have servants 
buy these 
cheaper cuts of meats for the ser- 
vants' table and they themselves live 
on choice roasts 
and 
porterhouse 
steaks. They do not know and many 
of them are not even willing to learn 
that their own family is not half as 
well nourished and fed as the help 
which 
is furnished with the 
meat 
cheaper in price but richer by far in 
nutrition. Roasts, chops and steaks 
are quick and easy to prepare and it 
is very easy to cultivate the taste 
for the flavor, but that is not the 
whole of life.
